Hungary he received some instruc- 
tion from a nrivate tutor, •nuich was 
tho sum total of his schooling. I-'orty- 
se\Pti years a«o he landed at Boston, 
a tall, lean cmlgiant over six fe«'t in 
licight. and (amc to New York with 
a 20-fran? piece as his sole belong- 
ings.

wealth is estimated at more than 
?20,000,000 


Enlisted In Army. 


Soon after landing hi Boston, Mr. 


Pulitzer enlisted in the Union army 
and served in the civil war. At tho 
close of the war he landed in New 
York, and finding nothing to do drift- 
ed to St. Louis, and did odd jobs on 
river boats for two years, putting in 
his spare time sludjing at the public 
library. 
Finally he landed a 510 a 


week job as reporter on the West- 
liche Post. Just 10 years later ho 
was able to buy the Dispatch and 
united the paper with the Post as the 
Post-Dispatch, which ho owned until 
his death. 


The new paper was succcrsful and 


Mr. Pulitzer then began to look to- 
ward New York. 
On May 10, 1S!>::, 


he bought the New York World from 
Jay Gould. A presidential campaign 
was looming ahead and Mr. Pulitzer 
launched into the light to oloct. ('.ro- 
ver Cleveland. 
During the campaign 


Tammany 
rewarded 
him w.'lh tho 


nomination 
for congress from the 


Ninth New York district and he was 
elected. He resigned his seat In con- 
gress three mouths after his election, 
gave his salary to charity and re- 
'turned to his editorial work. 


In 1SSG he purchased the Park now 


property, where the Pulitzer building 
now stands. For more than a scoio 
of years hp lias been in the building 
but rarely, only about two or three 
times, but there has been no time 
when he has not been in intimate 
touch with the editorial ami business 
departments of his propertied. 


Sun Set For Him. 


Lato one afternoon 
1*2 yearB ago 


Joseph Pulitzer, then but •!" years 
old. was leaning on the rail of a 
yacht as the boat was steaming out 
of the Bosphorn1; and into the Black 
sea, looking toward the setting sun 
through eyes which for years had 
been strained. 


"Has the sun set so soon?" Mr. 


Pulitzer asked suddenly of his secre- 
tary. 


"Not quitev JKr. Pulitzer." was the

Washington. Ga., Oct. ?,0. — A. D. 


Walker, colored, escaped from a mob 
which had taken him from the sheriff 
after a kop had been placed about 
his neck and as the mob was in the 
act of stringing him up to a limb, 
lie had confessed to the killing of 
C. S. llollfnlieads, a wealthy planter 
and merchant. 


Walker's escape was daring and 


was made possible only by the fact 
that the members of the mob -were 
too drunk to 
conduct a lynching 


properly. 


Ilollenshcad was killed in his store 


and suspicion fell on Walker, as his 
wife had had trouble with the mer- 
chant. The sheriff captured Walker 
and brought him to Washington. As 
the sheriff was taking the negro to 
jail ho was overpowered by a mob of 
50 men and the negro scizod. 


The would-be lynchcrs started with 


the negro to the outskirts of tho city 
after the negro had confessed.

the negro. A rope was put about the 
negro's neck and an attempt was 
made to string him up, but the 
would-be lynchers were so drunk 
they fell to the ground.
